for the Soviet cavalry* Hkch year several rail transports of such -horses are 
shipped from the DzhambuJL railway station to Russia, the first known station 
en route being Saratov o 

5* "Large areas in the Bshaabul oblast are cultivated with wheat and sugar beets* 
About 60 £ of this production is shipped to Russia proper* 

6* "There exists a constant and still growing tension between the local Kazakh popu- 
lation and the Russians, who are being sent into the country in increasing n^ 
Party functionaries and off icials who have to proce e d to isolated rayons for busi* 
ness purposes never dare go alone* They are always protected by escorts of MVD 
cavalrymen* In July and August 1952 there were numerous cases of mass escapes of 
kolkhoz workers to the Slnye Gory Mountains in the \ ^ry sparsely powbfcod region 
near the Kirghiz S*S*R* Kazakh people simply hate the kolkhozes and their strict 
discipline* Escapes from kolkhozes are ^ttite numerous* To cope with this situa- 
tion, one of the chief functionaries in tlw Dzhambul Oblast, (fan) Artigglyev 
(a Kazakj), organized in summer 1952 special ’Komsomol Brigades * to conduct a 
propaganda drive for work in kolkhozes. In many instances these Komsomol agita- 
tors were severely beaten by the native Kazakhs* , Russians are generally afraid 
of Kazakhs, and the only way they express their 'superiority' is to call the 
Kazakhs 'Mongolskaya Dich' (Mongolian savages'). Sven more characteristic than 
the feeling of fear among individual Russians, Is the lenient attitude shown 
by the Russian authorities towards Kazakh offender#. For auch cases, even, 
as infractions of labor discipline or signs of resistance, the offenders are 
not treated as political offenders but as ordinary criminals - two completely 
different categories in the Soviet judicial procedure . Such cri m i na l offenders 
are usually detained for three to four weeks at the criminal investigation prison 
in Dzhambul * They are terribly beaten and maltreated but they also eventually 
are released. Officially they are later referred to as ’huligans' but not as 
political criminals* ,f 
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
